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‘During the quarter ended 31st March last, there were registered in the 831 
Registrars’ Districts in Ireland 25,773 births—a number equal to an annual birth-rate of 
23-5 in every 1,000 of the estimated population*—and 24,170 deaths, representing an 
annual rate of 22-1 per 1,000. In the same period (according to the returns obtained 
by the Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as enumerators 
at the several Irish seaports), 1,089 persons emigrated. 


In England and Wales last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 24°1 in every 
1,000 of the estimated population, and the death-rate 19°3 per 1,000. 


The birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is 0'1 below the average rate for the corres- 
ponding quarter of the ten years, 1905-1914, but 0°6 above the rate for the first 
quarter of 1914. The deaths are 3,708 above those registered in the corresponding 
quarter of 1914; the death-rate is 3:4 above the rate for that quarter, and 2-3 above the 
average for the first quarter of the ten years, 1905-1914. 


In comparison with those for the corresponding quarter of 1914, the returns of 
pauperism furnished by the Local Government Board show a decrease of 2,275 in the 
average number of Workhouse inmates on Saturdays during the quarter, but an increase 
of 237 in the average number of persons on out-door relied. 


Compared with the averages for the first quarter of the ten years, 1905-1914, the 
number of Workhouse inmates shows a decrease of 8,143, and the number of persons on 
out-door relief shows a decrease of 12,582, the total under both heads being 21-8 per cent. 
under the average for the first quarter of the ten years. The estimated decrease in 
the population as compared with the average population for those years 1s 0-1 per cent.

MARRIAGES. 


The Marriages (5,608) registered in Ireland during the fourth quarter of 1914 are 
equivalent to an annual rate of 5-1 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0:1 above 
the rate for the corresponding .quarter of 1913, and 0-3 above the average rate for 
the fourth quarter of the ten years 1904-1913. Of the total number of marriages, 3,880 
were registered under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 1,728 under the 
7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81; the former number being equal to an annual rate of 4:8 per 1,000 
of the estimated Roman Catholic population, and the latter affording a rate of 6°0 per 
1,000 of the members of all other religious persuasions. The rate under the former 
heading is 0°5 above, and that under the latter heading 0:3 below the average rate for 
the corresponding quarter of the previous ten years. 


Of the 23,717 marriages registered last year, 6,922 were registered in the first 
quarter, 5,570 in the second, 5,617 in the third, and 5,608 in the fourth.

Acgs.—-Of the 24,170 deaths registered last quarter, 2,829, or 11:7 per cent., were of 
infants under one year of age ; and 10,855, or 44°9 per cent., were of persons aged 65 years . 
and upwards. The deaths of infants under one year old are equal to 109-8 per 1,000 of 
the births registered. In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of infants 
under one year old equalled 12: 4 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; in Munster, 
10°6 per cent. ; in Ulster, 12-6 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 9:0 per cent. The deaths 
of persons 65 years old and upwards registered during the quarter in Leinster are equal 
to 41:4 per cent.; in Munster, to 46°1 per cent. ; in Ulster, to 43:8 per cent. ; and in 
Connaught, to 55-2 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province. 


HEALTH OF THE PEOPLE. 


DisEASES.—The total number of deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* is 
954, and is equivalent to an annual rate of 0:87 per 1,000 living.

» . Enteric Fever.—Deaths from enteric fever, numbering 57, 75 and 80 in the three 
preceding quarters, amounted to 60 last quarter, which number was 11 under the average 
for the first quarter of the five years, 1910-1914. There were 6 deaths in Limerick union, 
or superintendent registrar's district, 5 each in Dublin South and Omagh, and 3 deaths 
each in Dublin North, Listowel and Tullamore. 


TypHus.—Deaths from this disease, numbering 17, are in excess of those registered 
in the three preceding quarters, namely, 12, 5 and 12, respectively, and also above the 
average (13) for the first quarter of the five years, 1910-14. Four deaths (all belonging 
to the urban district) were registered in the union of Londonderry, 3 in Dublin North, 
3 in Galway, and one death each in Ballina, Belmullet, Castlebar, Fermoy, Kilkenny, 
Mount Bellew and Waterford unions. : 


SMALL-POx.—No death from this cause was registered. 


_ Merasies,—Of 174 deaths from measles, representing an annual rate of 0-16 per 1,000 
of the population, 77 occurred in the union of Belfast, 13 in Lurgan, 8 in Cork, and 7 each 
in Castlebar and Coleraine. In the second quarter of the year 1914, the deaths from this 
cause numbered 452, in the third quarter they fell to 167, and in the fourth to 159. The 
average number of deaths in the first quarter of the past five years was 176, being 2 above 


the number recorded last quarter. 


ScARLET FeverR.—To this cause 104 were ascribed; this number is 28 above the 
average for the corresponding quarter of the preceding five years, but 34 under the number 
registered during the first quarter of 1914, the deaths in the remaining three quarters of 
that year numbering 93, 75 and 166, respectively. In the following unions 5 or more 
deaths were registered :—Waterford (17), Lisburn (15, of which 10 appertained to Belfast 
county borough), Belfast (9), Cork (8), Newtownards (6), Dublin South (6), Dublin North 
(5), and Mallow (5). 


WaoopinG-coucH.—The number of deaths from whooping-cough registered during 
the quarter was 271, being equivalent to an annual rate of 0-25 per 1,000 of the population. 
Such deaths, although considerably in excess of those registered in the three preceding 
quarters, namely, 187, 163 and 139, respectively, are 7 under the average (278) for the 
first quarter of the preceding 5 years, the numbers for these quarters varying from 438 
in the first quarter of the year 1910 to 173 for the corresponding period of 1913. Of the 
271 deaths, 84 occurred in Dublin South union, 17 in Dublin North, 44 in Belfast, and 18 
in Cork. 

DrPHTHERIA,—Deaths from this disease, which in the three preceding quarters 
numbered 65, 60 and 100, respectively, were 93 last quarter, the average for the first quarter 
of the preceding five years being 97. Ten of the 93 deaths occurred in the union of Dublin 
South, 5 in Dublin North, 6 in Cork, 6 (5 appertaining to Belfast county borough) in 
Lisburn, 5 in Kilkenny, and 4 in Newry. 


DraARRHGAL DiseasEs.—Of 232 deaths from diarrhoeal diseases, 187 were deaths 
from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age. 


TupercuLous DiseAse.—Under this heading, the number of deaths, as returned 
by the Registrars’ was 2,483, equivalent to an annual rate of 2-27 per 1,000 of the population, 
as against 2-19 per 1,000 for the first quarter of 1914. 


CancER.—There were 877 deaths from cancer, a number representing an annual 
rate of 0-80 per 1,000 ; in the three preceding quarters the corresponding rates were 0-79, 
0-80 and 0-81, respectively. 


CEREBRO-SPINAL Frver.—The Registrars of the following districts refer to this 
disease in their notes :— 


Naas ; Newbridge—Two fatal cases of cerebro-spinal meningitis occurred in this 
registration area. 
Mutiincar ; Mullingar —There were 5 cases of cerebro-spinal meningitis ; 2 died. 


CorK; Cork Urban No. 1.—One case of cerebro-spinal meningitis registered ; 
duration of illness, 20 hours.

AntTRIM ; Randalstown.—There have been several cases of cerebro-spinal meningitis 
in Randalstown ; some cases also reported in the country. 


BALLYMENA ; T'oome.—There was one death from cerebro-spinal meningitis. 


Berast ; Belfast Urban No. 4.—One death from cerebro-spinal fever: 


Newtownarps ; Newtownards.—Three urban cases of cerebro-spinal meningitis 
notified to me. Two died. 


PoLiomMyYELitis.—The Registrar of Coagh, in the union of Cookstown, reports :—One 
death registered from poliomyelitis. 


The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following diseases :— 
Enteric fever in 7 districts, typhus in one, measles in 46, scarlet fever in 41, whooping- 
cough in 25, diphtheria in 16, mumps in 11, German measles in one, influenza in 
153, cerebro- spinal fever or cerebro- -spinal meningitis in 7, and poliomyelitis in one, 
[See Appendix to this Report commencing on page 65.] 


Inquests.—There were 518 inquests reported to the Registrars during the quarter ; : 
this number being equal to one in every 47 of the total deaths registered. 


In Leinster there was one inquest to every 49 deaths registered, in Munster one to 
53, in Ulster one to 36, and in Connaught one to 128. 


Deatus In Pusiic Iystirutions.—-Of the 24,170 deaths registered, 5,015, or 207 
per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster the percentage was 28-2, in Munster 
24°8, in Ulster 14°7, and in Connaught 12:9. 


Uncerviriep Deatus.—According to the returns, 5,830 of the 24,170 deaths which 
were registered during the quarter were uncertified, being 24 per cent. of the total. 
In Leinster the percentage was 17, in Munster 28, in Ulster 20, and in Connaught the 
uncertified deaths were 51 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province.

According to the Returns of Primary Vaccinations received for the first quarter 
of the year 1915, there were 14,294 persons successfully vaccinated. 


EMIGRATION. 


The Returns obtained by the Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, 
who acted as enumerators at the several Irish seaports, show that the number of emigrants 
who left Ireland during the quarter ended 3lst March last was 1,089 (760 males 
and 329 females), being 1,568 less than in the corresponding quarter of the year 1914, 
and 2,946 below the average number for the first quarter of the ten years 1905-1914.

PRICES AND PAUPERISM. 


The average price of Messrs. Boland’s (Limited) 4-lb. loaf for last quarter was 63d., 
and the average price of Messrs. Johnston, Mooney, and O’Brien’s (Limited), bread, 
delivered, was 62d. In the first quarter of the year 1914 the average price for both 
firms was 6d., and in the corresponding quarter of 1905 it was also 6d. 


The average price of oatmeal (1st quality) in Dublin for the quarter was 20s. per 
ewt. For the- corresponding quarter of the year 1914 the average price was 
16s., and for the first quarter of 1905 the average price was 14s. 6d. per cwt. 


The average prices per cwt. of potatoes at the Dublin Potato Market for the quarter 
were 4s. Od. to 5s. Od. In the first quarter of 1914 the average prices were 2s. 5d. 
- to 2s. 10d., and the prices for the corresponding quarter of 1905 were 2s. 9d. to 3s. 4d. 


The average price per cwt. of beef at the Dublin Cattle Market was 50s. 6d. to 80s. 0d., 
as against 48s. to 65s. 6d. for the first quarter of 1914, the price for the first quarter 
of 1905 ranging from 45s. to 55s. 


The price (including cartage) of Whitehaven coal in the City of Dublin ranged 
from 28s. to 33s. per ton nett. 


The Dublin Stock Exchange, which had been closed owing to the financial situation 
created by the European war, was re-opened in January. The minimum price of Consols 
was then fixed by the Treasury at £684. This was lowered to £663 on 19th March, and 
. remained at that figure to the end of the quarter. 


The minimum annual rate of discount charged on Izish bills at the Bank of Ireland 
which was 4 per cent. on Ist July, 1914, was raised to 43 per cent, on 30th July, and 
to 10 per cent. on 1st August, fallmg to 6 per cent. on 6th August, and to 5 per cent. 
on 8th August. There has been no alteration in the rate from that date to the close 
of the first quarter of 1915.

The average number of persons in Ireland receiving in-door relief on Saturdays 
during the first quarter of 1915 was 35,701 or 2,275 below the average for the corresponding 
period in 1914. 


The average weekly number of persons receiving out-door relief during the quarter 


was 38,565, being 237 above the average for the first quarter of 1914. 

Of the persons receiving in-door relief during the first quarter of 1915, an average 
number of 1,659 in each week was located in asylums for the blind and the deaf and dumb, 
and in extern hospitals; in the corresponding quarter of 1914 the average weekly 
number was 1,642.

THE WEATHER. 


_ The following particulars have been derived from returns of meteorological obser- 
vations taken at the Ordnance Survey Office,* Phoenix Park, Dublin, during the first 


* Latitude 53° 21’ 48-25” north ; longitude 6° 20’ 59-15” west. Height above the mean sea level 155-3 feet. The 
barometrical readings have been corrected for altitude and reduced to 32° Fahrenheit. 
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quarter of the years 1910 to 1915, respectively, furnished by direction of the Superinten- 
dent of the Ordnance Survey (see Table on page 14). 


The mean height of the barometer during the first quarter of 1915 was 29-701 
inches, being 0°057 below the average for the corresponding quarter of the five years 
1910-1914 ; the highest reading (30°588 inches) was on the 18th January, at 9 A.m., and 
the lowest (28-321 inches) on the Ist January, at 9 P.M. 


The mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 39:8°, being 1:9° below the 
average for the first quarter of the 5 years, 1910-1914. 


The maximum temperature of the air during the quarter was 55: 8° and the minimum 
14:9°. The maximum heat in sun was 106: 2°. 


Rain fell on 53 days during the quarter. The rain-fall measured 6-260 inches 
being 0°262 inches above the average for the first quarter of the five years, 1910- 
1914. The greatest monthly rainfall was in February, when 3:185 inches were 
registered. 


January.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 29-596 inches ; 
the highest reading (30°588 inches) was on the 18th, at 9 Aa.m.; and the lowest 
(28-321 inches) on the Ist, at 9 pm. The mean temperature of the air was 
38:°6°, the maximum registered was 52:°8°, and the minimum 14°9°. The 31st was the 
warmest day, and the 24th the coldest night. The mean of the dry bulb was 37-8° 
and of the wet bulb, 36:8°. The maximum heat in the sun was 78:0°, and the minimum 
on the grass 14°5°. The total amount of sunshine recorded was 66:3 hours, the 
greatest daily amount being 6:6 hours on the 31st. The minimum on the grass was 
below 30° on 13 nights. The maximum ozone was 0-9, the minimum 0:0, and the 
mean 0:5. Rain or snow fell on 18 days. The rain-fall measured 2-265 inches; the 
greatest amount in 24 hours was 0°450 inch on the 15th. 


February.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 29: 467 inches ; 
the highest reading (30°376 inches) was on the 25th, at 9 P.M., and the lowest, 
(28-720 inches) on the [3th, at 9 Am. The mean temperature of the air was 
38:6°, the maximum registered was 55°8°, and the minimum 22°9°. The 6th 
was the warmest day, and the 23rd the coldest night. The mean of the dry 
bulb was 37:9°, and of the wet bulb 36°3°. The maximum heat in sun was 90°5°, 
and the minimum on the grass 18:1°. The total amount of sunshine recorded 
was 86-7 hours, the greatest daily amount being 9-7 hours on the 24th. The minimum 
on the grass was below 30° on 21 nights. The maximum ozone was 1:0, the minimum 
0:0, and the mean 0°5. Rain or snow fell on 21 days. The rain-fall measured 3-185 
inches ; the greatest amount in 24 hours was 0°740 inch on the 14th. 


March.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 30:040 inches ; 
the highest reading (30°534 inches) was on the 9th at 9 A.M., and the lowest 
(29-624 inches) on the 3rd, at 9A.mM. The mean temperature of the air was 
42°1°, the maximum registered was 55°3°, and the minimum 25:0°. The 3lst was the 
warmest day, and the 21st the coldest night. The mean of the dry bulb was 41°4°, and of 
the wet bulb 39:4°. The maximum heat in sun was 106-2°, and the minimum on the grass 
19-2°. The total amount of sunshine recorded was 119°7 hours, the greatest daily 
amount being 11-2 hours on the 21st. The minimum on the grass was below 30° 
on 18 nights. The maximum ozone was 1:0, the minimum 0°3, and the mean 0-7. 
Rain or snow fell on 14 days. The rain-fall measured 0° 810 inch; the greatest amount 
in 24 hours was 0-215 inch on the 22nd.

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METEOROLOGY.

For the whole quarter the weather was rather cold, the mean temperature being a 
degree below the average. For the northern half of the country the mean temperature 
was 401°, and for the southern division 41°4°. The rainfall differed little from the normal. 
In the north the total amounted to 229 mm. (9-0 in.) 98 per cent. of the average, while 
in the south the fall was 273 mm. (10°7 in.) or 107 per cent. of the average. In the 
north the number of days of precipitation was 60, and in the south 58. Both the 
number of days and the actual fall were much less than for the corresponding quarter of 
last year. The duration of bright sunshine was also in close agreement with the normal. 
Tn the north the mean daily duration was 2-4 hours, a figure about equal to the average. 
In the south there was a slight excess, the daily mean, three hours, being 111 per cent. of 
the average. In both the districts the weather was brighter than during the cor- 
responding quarter of last year. 


JANUARY, 1915.—The temperature for the month as a whole was about a degree 
below the normal in both the northern and southern portions of the country, but the actual 
temperature im the north was 14° lower than that in the south. After the first few days 
the thermometer became high for the time of year until after the 15th, when for about a 
week it was a litt’e below the average and subsequently as much as about 5° below. The 
maximum warmth of the month occurred on the 13th, when a reading of 58° was recorded 
at Seskin, Carrick-on-Suir, 56° at some other stations in the southern division, and 53° in 
the north. Frost was rarely experienced until after the 23rd, and then it was mostly 
shght. There was, however, a minimum temperature as low as 22° at Newtownforbes on 
the 24th, 15° at Phoenix Park and 19° at Glasnevin on the 25th, and 22° at Markree Castle, 
Newtownforbes, and Cahir on the 30th. Even during the coldest days of the month the 
thermometer never failed to rise to a maximum higher than 32° in all parts of the country, 
and seldom remained as low as 40°. 


Rainfall.—Considered generally the northern half of Ireland had more rain than the 
average, and the southern half less, but both the excess and deficit were very slight. 
Until the month was far advanced, rain was experienced almost daily in nearly all parts 
of the country, but many of the later days were dry in the east, and some of them in the 
west also. At stations in Sligo, Donegal, and Kerry rain fell on 26 or 27 days, but over a 
large area in the east and south-east of the country it was only reported on about 20 days, 
and at Trinity College, Dublin, and Newcastle on only 14 days. Very heavy downpours 
within a short time were uncommon, the most notable instance being 30 mm. at Blacksod 
Point on the 15th. : 


Bright Sunshine-—In Ireland North, the mean daily duration of sunshine was 1°38 hour, 
a figure just equal to the January average, and in Ireland South it was 1-97 hour, an 
excess of 0:32 hour. In the former district the percentage of the possible duration was 
18, and in the latter 25. The mean daily amount was greatest, 2-94 hour, at Seskin, 
Carrick-on-Suir, and least, 0:90 hour, at Malin Head. 


The main wind current was between south and west during the first fortnight, and 
its force frequently strong. A gale from the southward experienced on the Ist and 2nd 
was very violent. Subsequently the direction was much more variable, and the force 
often moderate to very light. 


Frpruary, 1915.—The month, as a whole, was both cold and wet, although the 
_ duration of bright sunshine was slightly in excess of the normal. ‘The general direction 
of the wind was between south and west, with an occasional brief visit to north-west or 
north. Strong boisterous winds or gales were frequent, and, as usual, they were more 
violent along the western coasts than elsewhere. 
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Temperature.—The highest mean temperature was experienced during the first week, 
when it was above the average over the whole country. The remainder of the month 
was persistently cold for the time of year, the coldest period being the last week, when in 
the northern half of the country the mean was no higher than 36-3°, and in the southern 
half 37-8°. Both these values were 4° below the normal. There was, nevertheless, no 
continuous frost, and there were very few days with the maximum temperature below 
40° in any part of the country. The warmest day was the 3rd, when the wind was strong 
to a gale from south and south-west, and the thermometer rose to a maximum of 58° at 
Glasnevin. The subsequent weather gave few maxima above 50°, and some of the 
occasional night frosts were rather severe. On the 12th the thermometer fell to 23° 
at Markree Castle, and on the 15th or 16th it touched 26° in various localities. The 
coldest nights over the country generally were the 24th and 25th, and the lowest minimum 
reading reported 20° at Markree Castle on the former date. At Birr Castle and Kilkenny 
minima of 24° were recorded both on the 24th and 25th. For the month, as a whole, 
the mean temperature was 38-8° in the north, and 40-°3° in the south, both values being 
1? below the average. 


Rainfall—In some parts of Kerry rain fell every day, but over a very large area in the 
eastern half of the country the number of days with rain was less than 20 ; at Clongowes 
Wood it was only 16. The total fall for the month was in excess of the average in every 
part of the country. More than 250 mm. (10 in.) fell locally in Kerry, and the total fall in 
the southern division generally, 150 mm. exceeded the average by 69 mm. In the north 
the total was 107 mm. and exceeded the average by 29mm. The heaviest downpours 
within 24 hours were 56 mm. at Delphi, Co. Mayo, on the 2nd, 28 mm. at Killarney on 
the 3rd, 29 mm. at Seskin, Carrick-on-Suir, on the 16th, and 28 mm. at Valencia on 
the 26th. Snow showers occurred in most districts from time to time, but the ground at 
ordinary altitudes was seldom covered. 


Bright Sunshine differed little from the normal. During the first fortnight it was a 
little below it, and then somewhat above it, the excess slightly outbalancing the deficit. 
In the north the mean daily duration was 2-4 hour, or 25 per cent. of the possible duration. 
and in the south 2-9 hour, or 30 per cent. of the possible. 


Marcu.—The general state of the weather was dry after the first week, and the 
wind, usually from some point between north-west and north-east, seldom attained a 
very high force. 


Temperature—As in February the mean temperature was higher during the first 
week than at any subsequent time, and the maximum readings of the month were recorded 
as early as the 5th, when the thermometer rose to between 57° and 58° over a large portion 
of the country. Sharp or severe night frosts were experienced from time to time, but in 
no case did frost continue throughout the day, although the greatest afternoon warmth 
towards the end of the month was little more than 40°. On the 2nd the thermometer 
recorded a minimum of 21° at Parsonstown. On the 9th there was a minimum of 22° 
at Markree Castle, followed by a similar reading at Parsonstown on the 19th and 20th. 
In the south-west and south the thermometer fell to 24° at Killarney on the 19th, and to 
the same value at Kilkenny on the 21st. 


Rainfall—tn both the north and south the total fall for the month was 25 mm., 
that amount being 43 mm. below the average in the north, and 51 mm. below in the south. 
At Killarney the fall was only 23 per cent., and at Foynes 15 per cent. of the average. 
The total number of days with a measurable quantity was only 12 in the south, and 15 
in the north. The rainfall offered a striking contrast to that.of March, 1914, when rain 
fell on every day but 2 in the south, and 4 in the north. 


Bright Sunshine was almost identical with the average. In the southern division 
the mean daily duration was 3-9 hour, and in the north 3-4 hour. The first week, when 
the wind was strong and boisterous from the southward, was mostly dull, but for many 
days late in the month, when the weather was cold and the wind from between north 
and north-east, the sun shone in a cloudless sky.

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During the quarter ended 30th June last, there were registered in the 831 
Registrars’ Districts in Ireland 25,660 births—a number equal to an annual birth-rate of 
23-4 in every 1,000 of the estimated population*—and 19,800 deaths, representing an 
annual rate of 18-1 per 1,000. In the same period (according to the returns obtained 
_ by the Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as enumerators 
at the several Irish seaports), 2,972 persons emigrated. 


In England and Wales last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 22°9 in every 
1,000 of the estimated population, and the death-rate i4°9 per 1,000. 


The birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is 1:0 below the average rate for the corres- 
ponding quarter of the ten years, 1905-1914, and 0°5 below the rate for the second 
quarter of 1914. The deaths are 1,384 above those registered in the corresponding 
quarter of 1914; the death-rate is 1-2 above the rate for that quarter, and 0°3 above the 
average for the second quarter of the ten years, 1905-1914. 


In comparison with those for the corresponding quarter of 1914, the returns of 
pauperism furnished by the Local Government Board show a decrease of 2,803 in the 
average number of Workhouse inmates on Saturdays during the quarter, but an increase 
- of 64 in the average number of persons on out-door relief. 


Compared with the averages for the second quarter of the ten years, 1905-1914, the 
‘number of Workhouse inmates shows a decrease of 8,047, and the number of persons on 
-out-door relief shows a decrease of 13,941, the total under both heads being 23:7 per cent.

MARRIAGES. 


The Marriages (6,275) registered in Ireland during the first quarter of 1915 are 
equivalent to an annual rate of 5-7 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0-6 below 
the rate for the corresponding quarter of 1914, and 0°4 below the average rate for 
the first quarter of the ten years 1905-1914. Of the total number of marriages, 4,965 
were registered under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 1,310 under the 
7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81; the former number being equal to an annual rate of 6:1 per 1,000 
of the estimated Roman Catholic population, and the latter affording a rate of 4°6 per 
1,000 of the members of all other religious persuasions. The rate under the former 
heading is 0-5 below, and that under the latter heading 0-2 below the average rate for 
the corresponding quarter of the previous ten years. 


It is to be borne in mind that in many parts of the country the greater portion of 
the annual number of Roman Catholic marriages is celebrated in the first quarter, while 
as regards other marriages the number in the first quarter is generally less than that for 
any of the other quarters of the year.

The number of births registered during the quarter ended 30th June last was 
25,660—13,109 boys and 12,551 girls—being equal to an annual ratio of 1 in every 42:7, 
or 23-4 per 1,000 of the estimated population. The average number of births registered 
during the corresponding quarter of the ten years, 1905-14, was 26,705, equivalent to an 
gnnual rate of 24:4 per 1,000 of the estimated mean population of those years.

June last was 19,800—10,026 males and 9,774 females—afiording an annual ratio 
of 1 in every 55:3, or 18:1 per 1,000 ot the estimated population; the average rate 
for the corresponding quarter of the ten years, 1905-14, was 17°8 per 1,000. 


The death-rate in Leinster was 19:3 per 1,000 of the population according to the 
Census of 1911; in Munster, 17-1; in Ulster, 18-3; and in Connaught, 16-7.

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_ Enteric Fever.—The deaths from enteric fever, which numbered 75, 80, and 60 
respectively in the three preceding quarters, fell to 45 in the quarter ended 30th J une, 1915. 
The latter number is 9 below the average for the corresponding quarter of the 5 years 
1910-1914, and represents an annual rate of 0-04 per 1,000 of the population. Of these 45 
deaths, 7 took place in Cork union, or superintendent registrar’s district, 4 in each of Dublin 


South and Armagh, and 3 in each of Londonderry and Loughrea. 


TypuHus.—There were only 6 deaths from this disease during the quarter, one death 


‘having occurred in each of the unions of Ballinrobe, Cahersiveen, Carrickmacross, Clogheen, 


Dingle, and Millford. In the three preceding quarters the number of deaths were 5, 12, 
and 17 respectively, and the average/for the June quarter in the 5 years 1910-1914 was 15.

SeaRLeT Fever.—To this disease 77 deaths (equivalent to an annual rate of 0-07) 


were ascribed, 38 of these having taken place in Ulster and 30 in Munster, whereas only 


8 took place in Leinster and one in Connaught. The unions with the highest number of 


deaths were Waterford 15 deaths, Lisburn 13 (8 of which belonged to Belfast county 


borough), Newtownards 6, and Dublin South and Cootehill 3 each. In the three preceding 
quarters the deaths in Ireland numbered 75, 166, and 104 respectively, and the average 


for the June quarter of the five years 1910-1914 was 65. 


WHOooPING-coucH.—During the quarter 179 deaths from whooping-cough were regis- 


tered, affording an annual rate of 0-16 per 1,000 of the population. This mortality 


compares favourably with that for the previous quarter, when 271 deaths were regis- 
tered, and is also considerably below the average for the second quarter of the past 5 
years, viz., 240. Of the unions in, which the deaths took place, Belfast has the. 
greatest number with 37 deaths, Dublin South comes next with 36, and then follow 
Dublin North with 17, Londonderry 11, Cork 8, and Naas and Coleraine 6 each. 


DipHTHERIA.—The number of deaths registered as from this cause in the quarter 
under review, viz., 68, is somewhat lower than the average (75) for the corresponding 
quarters in the last five years, and is considerably less than that for the two previous 
quarters, when 100 and 93 deaths, respectively, were registered. Kleven deaths took place 
in the Dublin South Union, 7 in Dublin North, 5 in Lisburn (4 of the 5 belonging to 


Belfast county borough), 4 in Cork, and 3 in each of Belfast and Middleton. 


DiARRH@AL DisEASES.—In 188 cases the cause of death was returned under this 


heading, 151 being from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under two years of age. This 
latter number represents an annual rate of 0-14 per 1,000 of the population. 


TuBeRcuLous Diszase.—An increase is shown in the number of deaths returned 
by the Registrars as having been caused by tuberculous disease, 2,718 being registered 


in the quarter under notice as compared with an average of 2,686 in the corresponding 
' quarter of the last five years. The former number represents an annual rate of 2-48 per 


1,000 of the population, which is higher than that for any of the three previous quarters, 
when the numbers and rates were:—September quarter, 1914, 2,041 and 1-86; 
December quarter, 1914, 2,005 and 1-83; and March quarter, 1915, 2,483 and 2°27. 


Cancer.—Cancer caused 842 deaths, as against an average of 829 in the corresponding 
quarter of the five preceding years. The 842 deaths represent an annual rate of 0-77, 


as compared with 0-80, 0-81, and 0:80 respectively in the three previous quarters. 


CEREBRO-SPINAL Frver.—The following are extracts from Registrars’ notes with 
reference to this disease :— 


Navan ; Painestown.—One death registered as caused by cerebro-spinal meningitis. 


No other case of this disease known or heard of in this or neighbouring districts. 
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Mutunear : Mullingar —There was one death the result of exhaustion after recovery 
from cerebro-spinal meningitis. 


LismorE ; Cappoquin.—One case of cerebro-spinal fever. 
Antrim ; Antrim.—Four cases of cerebro-spinal fever. One death. 


Antrim; Randalstown.—Cases of cerebro-spinal meningitis reported during the 
quarter. 


Larne ; Carrickfergus ——One death from cerebro-spinal fever, child aged two years. 
Lispurn ; Dunmurry.—There has been one case of cerebro-spinal meningitis. 


Lispurn ; Knocknadona.—Three cases of cerebro-spinal meningitis occurred and were 
sent to hospital. One recovered. 


Lispurn ; Lisburn—Two deaths were due to cerebro-spinal meningitis, both being 
from other districts. ; 


Lurean ; Lurgan No. 1.—Two cases of cerebro-spinal meningitis occurred in the 
urban district towards the end of the March quarter; both died, one after removal to 
Purdysburn hospital and the other to workhouse infirmary. In each case death occurred 
within 48 hours from the onset of the disease. 


Betrast ; Belfast Urban No. 12.—One death from cerebro-spinal meningitis. 


Cavan ; Bellananagh.—Two cases of cerebro-spinal fever occurred in young children. 
Both died in hospital. 


OUGHTERARD ; Oughterard.—One case of epidemic cerebro-spinal meningitis ended 
in death. 


The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following diseases :— 
Enteric fever in 7 districts, typhus in 2, measles in 48, scarlet fever in 46, whooping- 
cough in 21, diphtheria in 15, mumps in one, German measles in one, influenza in 
21, and cerebro-spinal fever or cerebro-spinal meningitis in 13. [See Appendix to this 
Report commencing on page 141.] . 


InquEsts.—There were 436 inquests reported to the Registrars during the quarter ; 
this number being equal to one in every 45 of the total deaths registered. 


Tn Leinster there was one inquest to every 39 deaths registered, in Munster one to 
58, in Ulster one to 38, and in Connaught one to 106. 


Deatus In Pustic Instrrutions.—Of the 19,800 deaths registered, 4,067, or 20° 
per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster the percentage was 28°7, in Munster 
24°8, in Ulster 14°7, and in Connaught 11°8. 


Uncertiriep Dreatus.—According to the returns, 4,622 of the 19,800 deaths which 
were registered during the quarter were uncertified, being 23 per cent. of the total. 
In Leinster the percentage was 16, in Munster 25, in Ulster 19, and in Connaught the 
uncertified deaths were 49 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province. 


The following table (Table IV.) shows the number of deaths from the principal epidemic 
diseases returned by the Registrars as having been registered during the quarter 
ended 30th June, 1915, and in each of the eight quarters immediately

VACCINATION. 


According to the Returns of Primary Vaccinations received for the second quarter 
of the year 1915, there were 30,482 persons successfully vaccinated. 


EMIGRATION. 


The Returns obtained by the Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, 
who acted as enumerators at the several Irish seaports, show that the number of emigrants 
who left Ireland during the quarter ended 30th June last was 2,972 (1,830 males 
and 1,142 females), being 7,280 less than in the corresponding quarter of the year 1914, 
and 10,897 below the average number for the second quarter of the ten years 1905-1914.

PRICES AND PAUPERISM. 


The average price of Messrs. Boland’s (Limited) 4-lb. loaf for last quarter was 7jd.., 
which was also the average price of Messrs. Johnston, Mooney, and O’Brien’s 
(Limited), bread, delivered. In the second quarter of the year 1914 the average price 
for both firms was 6d., and in the corresponding quarter of 1905 it was also 6d. 


The average price of oatmeal (1st quality) in Dublin for the quarter was 21s. per 
cwt. For the corresponding quarter of the year 1914 the average price was 
16s., and for the first quarter of 1905 the average price was 14s. 6d. per cwt. 


The average prices per cwt. of potatoes at the Dublin Potato Market for the quarter 
were 4s. 0d. to 5s. 1d. Inthe second quarter of 1914 the average prices were 2s. 10d. 
to 3s. 7d., and the prices for the corresponding quarter of 1905 were “s. 3d. to 3s. 2d. 


The average price per cwt. of beef at the Dublin Cattle Market was 57s. 6d. to 91s. 6d., 
as against 48s. 6d. to 64s. for the second quarter of 1914, the price for the second quarter 
of 1905 ranging from 52s. to 55s. 6d. 


The price (including cartage) of Whitehaven coal in the City of Dublin was 
31s. per ton nett. 


The Dublin Stock Exchange, which had been closed owing to the financial situation 
created by the European war, was re-opened in January of last quarter. The minimum 
price of Consols was then fixed by the Treasury at £684. This was lowered to £664 on 
19th March, and again to £65 on 23rd June, at which figure it remained to the end of the 


- quarter. 


The minimum annual rate of discount charged on Irish bills at the Bank of Ireland 
which was 4 per cent. on Ist July, 1914, was raised to 44 per cent. on 30th July, and 
to 10 per cent. on Ist August, falling to 6 per cent. on 6th August, and to 5 per cent. 
on 8th August. There has been no alteration in the rate from that date to the close 
of the second quarter of 1915. 


Norz.—The prices of Consols at the Dublin Stock Exchange have been kindly furnished by the Secretary.

The average number of persons in Ireland receiving in-door relief on Saturdays 
during the second quarter of 1915 was 32,687 or 2,803 below the average for the 
corresponding period in 1914. 

The average weekly number of persons receiving out-door relief during the quarter 
was 37,919, being 64 above the average for the second quarter of 1914. 

Qf the persons receiving in-door relief during the second quarter of 1915, an average 
number of 1,651 in each week was located in asylums for the blind and the deaf and dumb, 
and in extern hospitals; in the corresponding quarter of 1914 the average weekly 
number was 1,690. .

The mean height of the barometer during the second quarter of 1915 was 30:061 
inches, being 0-166 above the average for the corresponding quarter of the five years 
1910-1914; the highest reading (30-481 inches) was on the 9th May, at 9 p.m., and 
the lowest (29-109 inches) on the 6th April, at 9 P.M. 


The mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 49-8°, being 0:7° below the 
average for the second quarter of the 5 years, 1910-1914. - 


The maximum temperature of the air during the quarter was 68-8° and the minimum 
27-9°. The maximum heat in sun was 126:99. 


Rain fell on 43 days during the quarter. The rain-fall measured 4:709 inches 
being 1-439 inches below the average for the second quarter of the five years, 1910- 
1914. The greatest monthly rainfall was in April, when 1:630 inches were 
registered. , 


April—tThe mean height of the barometer during this month was 30-069 inches ;

The total amount of sunshine recorded 
was 210°5 hours, the greatest daily amount being 14:3 hours on the 24th. The 
minimum on the grass was below 30° on 5 nights. The maximum ozone was 0°9, the 
minimum 0-0, and the mean.0-5. Rain fell on12 days. The rain-fall measured 1° 595 
inches; the greatest amount in 24 hours was 0: 650 inch on the 17th. :

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METEOROLOGY. 


[Prepared in the Meteorological Office wnder the direction of Sir Napier Shaw, F.R.S.] 


_Aprit.—For the month generally the mean temperature exceeded the average, 
while the rainfall and the duration of bright sunshine were deficient. 


Temperature —After about a fortnight of unsettled and rather cold weather 
there was a week of relatively fair and dry conditions, and although the temperature 
subsequently was never very low and the rain never heavy there was no marked 
increase in warmth until the month drew to its close, when readings between 67° 
and 70° became common. On rare occasions during the month the minimum tempera- 
ture during the night was a little below the freezing point, the lowest reading 
recorded being 28° at Kilkenny on the 1st and at Phcenix Park on the 28rd. In the 
northern meteorological district the mean temperature was 46°3, being 0°7° above the 
normal, and in the southern 48°1, or 1° above the normal, while in both districts the 
mean diurnal range was about 12°5. 


Rainfall.—The total amount of rainfall for the month was below the average, 
but while in the North the fall was 57 mm., only 3 mm. below the average, in the 
South it was no more than 47 mm., showing a deficit of 20 mm. A measurable 
quantity fell on 19 days in the North and on 18 in the South, but the greater part of 
the total fall occurred between the 3rd and 10th, when the general level of the 
barometer was low, and the wind sometimes reached the force of a gale from between 
the south-west and north-west. After the 10th a decided rise of the barometer was 
accompanied by drier weather, while the wind became light from north-west and 
west, and finally from some easterly point. With the east wind late in the month 
the weather was rainless. The total number of days with rain did not differ 
materially from the normal, but on most occasions the amounts were slight, and falls 
of 13 mm. or above within 24 hours were very seldom recorded in any part of the 
country. 





p Bright Sunshine-—The mean daily duration was 45 hours in both the north 
and south, and below the normal. In the north the deficiency was 0°3 hour, and in 
| the south as much as 0'8 hour. In both districts the percentage of the possible 
_ duration was 33. The only exceptionally bright weather accompanied the easterly 
wind towards the end of the month, but the sunshine duration also exceeded the 
- normal during the unsettled period from the 6th to the 10th. The relatively dry 
fortnight after the 10th was generally very cloudy, the mean daily deficiency of 
sunshine being as much as 2 hours. 


May.—The weather of May was unusually dry, and the wind almost continuously 
from some easterly or north-easterly point, while the temperature was generally 
above the normal except during the second week, and sunshine abundant during the 
second week only. 


' Temperature.—For the month as a whole the mean temperature was 49°6° in 
the northern, and 52°6° in the southern district, the former value being nearly a 
| degree below the average and the latter about the same amount above it. The lowest 
| readings occurred about the middle of the month. In most localities the value was 
some degrees above freezing point, but at Markree Castle and at some stations in 

the north-east of the country the thermometer fell a few degrees below it. Maximum 

readings of 70° or a little higher were recorded from time to time after the first week, 
| but on the 22nd, 23rd, and 24th they were general over a wide area. At Newtown- 

forbes the thermometer rose to 75° and at Killarney to 76°. The mean temperature 
for the warmest part of the country, the south-west coast of Kerry, was about 54°, or 
6° above that in the coldest region—the neighbourhood of Donaghadee.

92 Meteorology. 


Rainfall.—Over Ireland generally the total amount of rainfall was only 62 per 
cent. of the average, while in several localities it was lower. At Blacksod, for 
example, the percentage was only 32 per cent., and at Birr only 21 per cent. At 
this latter station the aggregate fall was only 12 mm. Except for a period after 
the middle of the month the weather was nearly or quite rainless. In the north the 
total fall was 27 mm., divided between 9 days, a deficit of 35 mm. In the south 
there was 46 mm., divided between 12 days. This latter value was only 18 mm. less 
than the average. 


Bright Sunshine.—Although the general condition of the weather was so dry it 
was seldom very bright, and during the greater part of the month the daily duration 
of sunshine was below the average. After the 22nd, however, an exceptionally bright 
period was experienced during which the mean daily duration exceeded 11 hours 
over the country as a whole, and in some places was more than 12 hours. As a 
result of this the mean daily amount for the north was 6°44 hours, or 0°37 hour per 
day in excess of the normal, but in the south, where the mean daily duration was 
6°22 hours, there was a deficit of 0°29 hour per day. All through the period the 
north was more sunny than the south. 


JunE.—During the month as a whole the weather was very dry, the rainfall only 
amounting to 73 per cent. of the average. The temperature was slightly above the 
average, and, as in the preceding month, bright sunshine was more abundant in the 
north than in the south. 


Temperature was mostly above the average during the first 18 days, but subse- 
quently rather low for the time of year. In the north the mean was 55°1° and in 
the south 57°3°, the difference from the normal being 0°4° in both districts. 


Rain fall—Al|though the number of days with rain was not far below the normal 
the total fall was extremely slight. In the north the value was 50 mm., and in the 
south 47 mm., both figures being 17 mm. below the average. The number of days 
with rain ranged from 8 at Donaghadee on the most north-eastern coast to 18 on 
the extreme south coast. During the second and third weeks rain was seldom seen in 
any part of the country. 





Bright Sunshine—In its general character the duration of sunshine resembled _ 


that of May. All through the month, after the first few days, it was more prevalent 
in the north than in the south, and the daily mean duration was 0°5 per day greater 
in the north. Except for some days early in the month and towards its close the 
amount of bright sunshine was unusually abundant. In the north the mean daily 
amount was 6°90 hours, a figure as much as 1°25 hour in excess of the normal. In 
the south the daily mean was 5°85 hours, or 0°33 hour less than the normal. 


The Quarter. 


For the whole quarter the temperature in the north was 50°3°, a value just equal 
to the average, but in the south it was 52°7°, or 1° above it. In the north the total 
fall of rain was 134 mm., which isthe lowest aggregate for the second quarter on 
record, and only 69 per cent. of the normal quantity. In the south the fall was 
140 mm., a value lower than in any preceding second quarter except that of 1914. 


The mean daily duration of bright sunshine for the quarter was 6 hours in the north 


and 5°5 hours in the south. The former value is lower than that of 1911, but with 
that exception it is a record for the second quarter.

MARRIAGES. 


The Marriages (6,179) registered in Ireland during the second quarter of 1915 are 
equivalent to an annual rate of 5: 64 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0°55 above 
the rate for the corresponding quarter of 1914, and 0°75 above the average rate for 
the second quarter of the ten years 1905-1914. Of the total number of marriages, 4,260 
were registered under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 1,919 under the 
7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81 ; the former number being equal to an annual rate of 5-26 per 1,000 
of the estimated Roman Catholic population, and the latter affording a rate of 6°71 per 
1,000 of the members of all other religious persuasions. The rate under the former 
heading is 0°74 above, and that under the latter heading also 0°80 above the average 
rate for the corresponding quarter of the previous ten years. 


It is to be borne in mind that in many parts of the country the greater portion of 
the annual number of Roman Catholic marriages is celebrated in the first quarter, while 
as regards other marriages the number in the first quarter is generally less than that for 
any of the other quarters of the year.

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Enteric Frver.—There were 33 deaths from enteric fever during the quarter; 
as against an average of 65 for the third quarter of the preceding five years, the 
number registered in the third quarter of 1914 being 75, and in the three subsequent 
quarters the deaths from this cause numbered 80, 60 and 45, respectively. Of the 
33 deaths, 12 were registered in the province of Ulster, 10 in Leinster, 6 in Munster, 
and 5 in Connaught. 


TypHus.—Eight deaths from this disease were registered, being equal to the 
average for the corresponding period of the preceding five years.

MeasLEs.—To measles 83 deaths were attributed, affording an annual rate of 
0°08 per 1,000 of the population. In the three preceding quarters, deaths from 
measles numbered 159, 174 and 1/70, respectively, and in the third quarter of the 
five years, 1910-1914, the average number was 145. Of the 83 deaths, 36 took place 
in the province of Ulster, 17 (all occurring in the county of Mayo) in Connaught, 
and 15 each in Leinster and Munster. 


SCARLET FeverR.—The deaths from scarlet fever, numbering 89, and equivalent 
to an annual rate of 0°08 per 1,000, are 7 above the average for the third quarter of 


the preceding five years. In the fourth quarter of the year 1914, the number of 


deaths from this disease amounted to 166, falling to 104 in the following quarter, 
and to 77 in the second quarter of the present year. 


In Lisburn union 20 deaths (18 appertaining to Belfast county borough) were 
registered; in Belfast, Granard, Sligo and Waterford unions, 5 deaths each; and 
in each of Antrim, Castlederg, Cootehill, Dublin North, Dublin South and Tralee, 3 
deaths were registered. 


WHOorING-couGcH.—W hooping-cough caused 144 deaths, representing an annual 
rate of 0:13 per 1,000 of the population, which number is 28 below the average 
(172) for the third quarter of the past five years. In the three quarters preceding 
that under notice the respective numbers registered were 139, 271 and 179. 


Of the 144 deaths, there were 88 in the province of Ulster (42 of these occurring 
in Londonderry county and county borough and 29 in Belfast county borough); 23 
in Leinster (11 having been registered in Dublin county borough); 22 in Munster (of 
which 17 occurred in Cork county and county borough) and 11 in Connaught (6 of 
these having been registered in the county of Sligo). 


DipHTHERIA.—Fifty-three deaths from this disease were recorded, the average 
for the corresponding quarter of the preceding five years being 67, and the mortality 
for the three preceding quarters being 100, 93 and 68, respectively. Of the 53 deaths, 
12 occurred in Dublin South union, 4 in Dublin North, 7 (6 belonging to Belfast 


county borough) in Lisburn union, and 2 each in Cork, Lismore, Macroom, Thomas- 


town and Wexford. 


DIARRH@AL DisEASES.—Of 495 deaths, 433, or 0°40 per 1,000 of the population, 
were deaths of children under 2 years of age from diarrhcea and enteritis. The 
average number of deaths of children from the latter during the third quarter of the 
four years, 1911-14, was 800. 


TuBERCULOSIS.—There were 2,016 deaths (affording an annual rate of 1°84 per 
1,000) returned by the registrars as from tuberculous disease, as against an average 
of 2,091 for the corresponding period of the preceding five years. 


Deaths from tuberculosis in the three preceding quarters numbered 2,005, 2,483 
and 2,718, respectively. 


CancEer.—This disease caused 860 deaths, or 0°79 per 1,000 of the population. 
The corresponding rates for the three preceding quarters were 0°81, 0°80 and 0°77.

CEREBRO-SPINAL Fever.—From the Registrars’ Notes on the quarter, the fol-

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Naas; Newbridge.—Two deaths from cerebro-spinal fever were registered this 
quarter.

Kinsale; Kinsale.—A few cases of cerebro-spinal meningitis. 
Limerick; Caherconlish.—One death from cerebro-spinal meningitis. 


Lispurn; Lisburn W.—Two deaths registered as due to cerebro-spinal menin- 
gitis, one being inside the urban district and one from outside. 


Betrast; Belfast Urban No. 12.—One death from cerebro-spinal meningitis. 


NEwTownarps; Greyabbey.—One death, registered cause, cerebro-spinal fever; 
another acute case of cerebro-spinal fever, which was removed immediately to 
Purdysburn Fever Hospital, recovered after treatment by serum. Those cases 
occurred in Ballywalter. 


Roscommon; Roscommon, W.—One death from cerebro-spinal fever. 


The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following diseases :— 
Enteric fever in 11 districts, typhus in 4, measles in 18, scarlet fever in 53, whooping- 
cough in 24, diphtheria in 21, mumps in one, German meagles in 3, influenza in 
3, cerebro-spinal fever or cerebro-spinal meningitis in 7, and chicken.pox in 2, [See 
Appendix to this Report commencing on page 215.] 


InQquests.—There were 382 inquests reported to the Registrars during the quarter ; 
this number being equal to one in every 38 of the total deaths registered. 


In Leinster there was one inquest to every 42 deaths registered, in Munster one to 
37, in Ulster one to 32, and in Connaught one to 85. 


Dratus In Pustic Instrrutions.—Of the 14,670 deaths registered, 3,150, or 21°5 
per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster the percentage was 30:2, in Munster 
25°3, in Ulster 15°4, and in Connaught 12°1. 


Uncertiriep Dratus.—According to the returns, 3,209 of the 14,670 deaths which 
were registered during the quarter were uncertified, being 22 per cent. of the total. 
In Leinster the percentage was 15, in Munster 24, in Ulster 17, and in Connaught the 
uncertified deaths were 48 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province.

According to the Returns of Primary Vaccinations received for the third quarter 
of the year 1915, there were 22,230 persons successfully vaccinated. 


EMIGRATION. 


The Returns obtained by the Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, 
who acted as enumerators at the several Irish seaports, show that the number of emigrants 
who left Ireland during the quarter ended 30th September last was 3,511 (2,069 males 
and 1,442 females), being 637 less than in the corresponding quarter of the year 1914 
and 3,907 below the average number for the third quarter of the ten years 1905-1914.

In the third quarter of the year 1914 the average price 
for both firms was 64d., and in the corresponding quarter of 1905 it was 6d. 


The average price of oatmeal (1st quality) in Dublin for the quarter was 21s. pex 


cwt. For the corresponding quarter of the year 1914 the average price was 


16s. 6d.; and for the third quarter of 1905 the average price was 14s. 6d. per cwt. 


The average prices per cwt. of potatoes at the Dublin Potato Market for the quarter 
were 3s. 7d. to 4s. ld. Inthe third quarter of 1914 the average prices were 3s. 10d. 


to 4s. 6d., and the prices for the corresponding quarter of 1905 were 3s. 3d. to 3s. 8d. 


The average price per cwt. of beef at the Dublin Cattle Market was 52s, 6d. to 56s. 6d., 
as against 48s. to 66s. for the third quarter of 1914, the price for the third quarter of

The average number of persons in Ireland receiving in-door relief on Saturdays 
during the third auarter of 1915 was 30,842 or 2,992 below the average for the 
corresponding period in 1914. 

The average weekly number of persons receiving out-door relief during the quarter 
was 36,989, being 625 below the average for the third quarter of 1914. 

Of the persons receiving in-door relief during the third quarter of 1915, .an average 
number of 1,622 in each week was located in asylums for the blind and the deaf and dumb, 
and in extern hospitals; in the corresponding quarter of 1914 the average weekly 
number was 1,677.

__ The mean height of the barometer during the third quarter of 1915 was 29-972 
inches, being 0:067 above the average for the corresponding quarter of the five years 
1910-1914; the highest reading (80°357 inches) was on the 22nd August, at 9 P.M., 
and the lowest (29-277 inches) on the 16th July, at 9 p.m. 


The mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 56-1°, being 0-5° below the 
average for the third quarter of the 5 years, 1910-1914. : 


The maximum temperature of the air during the quarter was 72:8° and the minimum 
31:9°. The maximum heat in sun was 131:0°. 


Rain fell on 55 days during the quarter. The rain-fall measured 8-720 inches 
being 2°227 inches above the average for the third quarter of the five years, 1910- 
1914. The greatest monthly rainfall was in July, when 5°496 inches were 
registered. 


July—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 29-884 inches ;

The maximum ozone was 0°9, 
the minimum 0-2, and the mean 0:6. Rain fell on 24 days. The rain-fall measured 
5-496 inches; the greatest amount in 24 hours was 0-717 inch on the 6th. 


August.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 30-032 inches ; 
the highest reading (30°357 inches) was on the 22nd, at 9 P.M., and the lowest, 
(29-527 inches) on the 2nd, at 9 Am. The mean temperature of the air was 
57-°2°, the maximum registered was 72:0°, and the minimum 40°9°. The 10th 
was the warmest day, and the 31st the coldest night. The mean of the dry 
bulb was 56°8°, and of the wet bulb 54:9°. The maximum heat in sun was 131:0°, 
and the minimum on the grass 36:0°. The total amount of sunshine recorded 
was 145-2 hours, the greatest daily amount being 11:0 hours on the 24th. The 
maximum ozone was 0°8, the minimum 0-0, and the mean 0-4. Rain fell on 15 days. 
The rain-fall measured 2-303 inches; the greatest amount in 24 hours was 0° 433: inch 


_ on the Ist. 


September.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 30-001 inches ; 
the highest reading (30°299 inches) was on the 16th, and the lowest (29°439 inches) 
on the 26th. The mean temperature of the air was 54°7°, the maximum registered 
was 72°8°, and the minimum 31:9°. The 16th was the warmest day, and the 3rd and 
28th were the coldest nights. The mean of the dry bulb was 54°7°, and of the wet bulb 
52:1°. The maximum heat in sun was 117-0°, and the minimum on the grass 32-2”. 
The total amount of sunshine recorded was 168-1 hours, the greatest daily amount 
being 11-9 hours on the 8th. The maximum ozone was 0:9, the minimum 0:0, and 
the mean 0-4. Rain fell on 16 days. The rain-fall measured 0-921 inch; the greatest 
amount in 24 hours was 0-264 inch on the 24th.

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METEOROLOGY, 
[Prepared in the Meteorological Office wnder the direction of Sir Napier Shaw, F.R.S.] 


JuLty.—The main features of the weather were the relatively low temperature 


-and the great number of days with rain. The wind nearly always came from some 


_ westerly point, and was as often from the north-west as from the south-west. 


Temperature was below the normal throughout the month, especially about the 
second and last weeks. In the northern division the mean temperature was 55°7°, 
or 1°7° below the average, and in the south 57°4°, or 1°6° below. In both districts 
the mean temperature was more than a degree lower than during the corresponding 
month of last year. The period of greatest afternoon heat was between the Ist and 


_ 4th, when several places recorded a maximum a little above 70°. Asa rule the daily 


maxima were not many degrees above 60°, the mean value for the north being 62°1° 
and for the south 640°. Very cold nights for the time of year were uncommon, 
but on the 12th the sheltered thermometer fell to 34° at Markree Castle, and on the 
27th it fell to 38° at Phoenix Park. The mean minimum temperature in the northern 
division was 50°2°, and in the south 51°5°. . 


RainfallOver the country generally there were only five or six days on which 


_ no rain fell, while the total amount was 109 mm. in the north and 133 mm. in the 


south, the latter figure exceeding the normal by 54mm. On the 2nd a fall of 22mm. 
occurred at Dublin and 25mm. in the neighbourhood of Limerick. On the 6th more 


- than 30 mm. fell at Kilkenny and Carrick-on-Suir.. On the 16th 26mm. and 29mm., 


respectively, were recorded at Dublin and Kingstown; on the 22nd as much as 31mm. 
fell at Donaghadee, and on the 31st extremely heavy rain was experienced in the 
vicinity of Dublin; 35mm. at Shankill, 40mm. at Kingstown, and 48mm. at New- 
castle (Co. Wicklow). Almost all these heavy rains were associated, directly or 
indirectly, with a thunderstorm. The days with-thunderstorms over a large area 
were, however, not very numerous, the chief dates being the 16th, 23rd and 25th, 
mostly in the eastern half of the country. 


Bright Sunshine—lIn the southern district the total duration of sunshine just 


~ equalled the normal, the daily mean number of hours being 51. In the north, how-

ever, the corresponding figure was only 4 hours, showing a mean deficiency of half- 
an-hour per day. The first fortnight was, as a rule, less bright than the latter half 
of the month. 


Aucust.—The wet weather that was so prevalent in July continued for about 
two weeks in August, after which there was a very marked improvement. The earlier 
half of the month brought much cloud and more or less rain daily in almost all parts 
of the country, while subsequently the conditions were generally dry, although not, 
as a rule, particularly bright. During the unsettled period the distribution of 
barometric pressure was cyclonic and the wind variable in direction, but the dry 
period was accompanied by anticyclonic conditions and winds from some point 
between north and north-west, shifting occasionally to west. 


Temperature was alternately above and below the normal. Until the 7th it was 
below the August average, especially,in the north, then for a week it was above it, 
especially in the south. This was followed by about a week of relatively low tem- 
perature, which was, in turn, succeeded by about a week of warm weather. After 
the 28th there was another spell of cold, during which several places recorded 
maximum readings below 60°. For the month as a whole the temperature was rather 
above the normal, the mean in the north being 56°9°, and in the south 589°. The 
former was only 0°1° above the average, and the latter 0°7°. The highest temperature 
of the month occurred on the 9th, when the thermometer rose to 75° at Clongowes 
Wood and to 74° at Birr Castle and Mountmellick. The coldest nights were the 
30th’ and 31st, when a minimum temperature of 39° was recorded at Clongowes Wood 


and Mungret College. 
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Rainfall—tIn spite of the daily falls of rain until the 14th the total amount, 
owing to the subsequent dry weather, was considerably less than the average. In 
the North the aggregate was 80mm., showing a deficit of 22mm., and in the South 


81mm., or 23mm. less than the normal. Although thunderstorms occurred in many | 
places during the rainy portion of the month exceptionally heavy downpours were — 
not frequent. On the 8th, however, there was as much as 46 mm. at Carrigallen, — 


on the 11th 45mm. at Kilkenny, and on the 13th 36mm. at Carrick-on-Suir. 


Bright Sunshine was almost continuously below the average in the northern 
division, and the mean daily duration was no more than 3°5 hours, or 0:7 hour less 
than the normal. In the South the weather was brighter, and the mean daily 


duration of 51 hours exceeded the normal by 0°2 hour. The brightest part of the — 
month was the third week, when the mean daily duration was 5:1 hours in the North — 


and 6'8 hours in the South. During the first week the corresponding values were 
2°3 hours and 2°5 hours. 


SEPTEMBER.—The weather generally was bright and warm, while the rain was 
mostly slight. 


Temperature exceeded the average in all parts of the country, the mean in the 


North being 55°6°, or 1°7° above, and in the South 57°2°, or 2° above. The first few 
days of the month were decidedly cold for the time of year, but from the 12th till 
the 18th the mean temperature was higher than during any week in July, and as 
high as during the greater part of August. This outburst of unusual heat declined 
after having brought the maximum heat of the month on the 18th. At all except a 
few exposed spots on the coast the thermometer rose some way above 70°; at Killarney 


it reached 77°. This was the highest reading recorded during the whole summer in 


Ireland except 78° at the same station on June 22nd. During the greater part of 


the month the wind blew from some point between south-east and south-west, but 


after the 25th it veered round to the northward and reduced the temperature to a 


very low figure for the time of year. Many places had a maximum as low as 50°, © 


while here and there the value was lower. 


The mean minimum temperature was 13° below the mean maximum, showing a 
rather larger diurnal range than occurred in the summer months. Cold nights were 
seldom experienced, but on the 3rd there was a minimum temperature of 31° at 
Clongowes Wood, and quite late in the month the night readings were little above 
the freezing point in various localities inland. | 


Rainfall was much less than the normal. Over the country generally the per- — 


centage of the average was only 60. There were, however, not many consecutive 
days without rain, and more or less was measured over the country generally on 17 


or 18 days. On the 22nd the fall was heavy along the western coast—52mm. at — 


Valencia and 33 mm. at Blacksod—but as a rule the quantity on any one day was 
slight. In the Northern division the total fall was 46mm., and in the South 57 mm. 
Local thunderstorms occurred on the 1st and 24th. 


Bright Sunshine exceeded the normal. In the Northern district the mean daily 


duration was 4'6 hours, or 0°8 hour in excess of the normal, while in the South it — 


was 5 hours, an excess of 0°6 hour per day. On most days until the 11th the weather 
was brighter than in July and August.

For the quarter as a whole the temperature was just equal to the average in 


the South, and 0°2° higher in the North. The total rainfall was 91 per cent. of the 


average in the North and 110 in the South. In both districts the number of days — 


with rain exceeded the normal. Bright sunshine was not very divergent from the 
normal, the percentage being 96 in the North and 104 in the South, and the mean 
hours per day 4'0 in the former and 5'1 in the latter district.

Registrars’ Districts in Ireland 21,483 births—a number equal to an annual birth-rate of 
19°6-in every 1,000 of the estimated population.* The birth-rate-wor the year 1915 
was 21°8 per 1,000. Both for the whole year and for the quarter just ended, the birth- 
rate is the lowest ever recorded for Ireland. There were 17,529 deaths, during the quarter, 
representing an annual rate of 16°0 per 1,000. In the same period (according to the 
returns obtained by the Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted 
as enumerators at the several Irish seaports), 3,087 persons emigrated, 2,028 of these going 
to the United States, and 1,059 to Great Britain and the Colonies. 

In England and Wales last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 19°5 in every 
1,000 of the estimated population, and the death-rate 14°6 per 1,000. 

The birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is 2:3 below the average rate for the corres- 
ponding quarter of the ten years, 1905-1914, and 1°8 below the rate for the fourth 
quarter of 1914. The deaths are 208 above those registered in the corresponding 
quarter of 19143 the death-rate is 0-2 above the rate for that quarter, and is equal to the 
average for the fourth quarter of the ten years, 1905-1914, 

In comparison with those for the corresponding quarter of 1914, the returns of 
pauperism furnished by the Local Government Board show adecrease of 2,458 in the 
average number of Workhouse inmates on Saturdays during the quarter, and a decrease 
of 1,533 in the average number of persons on out-door relief. 

Compared with the averages for the fourth quarter of the ten years, 1905-1914, the 
number of Workhouse inmates shows a decrease of 9,173, and the number of persons on. 
out-door relief shows a decrease of 12,689, the total under both heads being 24:5 per cent. 
under the average for the fourth quarter of the ten years. The estimated decrease in 
the population as compared with the average population for those years is 0°1 per cent.

The Marriages (6,106) registered in Ireland during the third quarter of 1915 are 
equivalent to an annual rate of 5-6 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0°5 above 
the rate for the corresponding quarter of 1914, and 0:6 above the average rate for 
the third quarter of the ten years 1905-1914. Of the total number of marriages, 4,141 
were registered under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 1,965 under the 
7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81; the former number being equal to an annual rate of 5-1] per 1,000 
of the estimated Roman Catholic population, and the latter affording a rate of 6-9 per 
1,000 of the members of all other religious persuasions. The rate under the fornier 
heading is 0-7 above, and that under the latter heading 0°3 above the average 

. rate for the corresponding quarter of the previous ten years. 


It is to be borne in mind that in many parts of the country the greater portion of 
the annual number of Roman Catholic marriages is celebrated in the first quarter, while 
as regards other marriages the number in the first quarter is generally less than that for 
any of the other quarters of the year.

Acxs.—-Of the 17,529 deaths registered last quarter, 1,974, or 11:3 per cent., were of 
infants under one year of age ; and 7,393, or 42-2 per cent., were of persons aged 65 years 
and upwards. The deaths of infants under one year old are equal to 91-9 per 1,000 of 
the births registered. In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of infants 
under one year old equalled 12-7 per cent, of the total deaths registered therein ; in Munster, 
10-6 per cent. ; in Ulster, 11-8 per cent.; and in Connaught, 7-0 per cent.

The unions or 
superintendent registrars’ districts in which 2 or more deaths from enteric fever occurred | 
were as follows :—Dublin South (11), Dublin North (3), Listowel (7), Cork (3), Limerick 
(3), Lisburn (3, all appertaining to Relfast County Borough), Londonderry (3), Omagh (3), 
Ballina (2), Boyle (2), Drogheda (2), Loughrea (2), Newry (2), and Thurles (2). 


TypHus.—Six deaths from this disease were registered during the quarter. In the 
‘union of Urlingford, 3 deaths occurred, and in the unions of Castletown, Cavan, and Long- 
ford one death each. The average number of deaths from this cause in the fourth quarter 
of the preceding five years was 11, and in the first, second, and third quarter of the year 
1915, they numbered 17, 6, and 8, respectively. 


SmaLL-pox.—No mortality from small-pox was recorded, but the Registrar of Lisnaskea 
district reports the presence of the disease in his district as follows :——* Five cases of small- 
pox in district during latter part of quarter. They have been removed to Fever Hospital, 
and there is no further spread of disease. Source of disease is not ascertained.” 


Mrasies.—This disease caused 146 deaths, representing an annual rate of 0°13 
per 1,000 of the population. Sixty-three of these deaths occurred in the union of Dublin 
South, 17 in Dublin North and 41 in Belfast. Thus, 121 deaths, or 83 per cent. of the 
total of Ireland, occurred in the three unions containing the cities of Dublin and Belfast. 
The 146 deaths from measles registered during the quarter are 29 below the average for the 
fourth quarter of the five years, 1910-14, the numbers recorded during the first three 
quarters of the year 1915 being respectively 174, 170 and 83. 


ScaRLET Fever.—There were 138 deaths from this cause during the quarter, affording 
an annual rate of 0-13 per 1,000 of the population. As compared with the average for the 
corresponding quarter of the preceding five years there is an increase of 28, but 
when compared with the fourth quarter of 1914, a decrease of 28 is shown. In the 
first, second and third quarters of 1915, the deaths from scarlet fever numbered 104, 77 
and 89, respectively. Of the 138 deaths, 34 occurred in Belfast union, 20 in Lisburn 
(including 18 appertaining to Belfast City), 10 in Dublin North, 2 in Dublin South, 7 
each in Cork and Ennis, 6 each in Longford, Newtownards and Sligo, and 4 in Clones. 


Wooprng-coucH.—Deaths from whooping-cough numbered 167, equivalent to an 
annual rate of 0-15 per 1,000 of the population, and are 23 above the average (144) for the 
fourth quarter of the preceding five years. In the first, second and third quarters of the 
year 1915 such deaths amounted to 271, 179 and 144, respectively. Of the 167 deaths 
from this disease, 26 were registered in Belfast union, 16 in Londonderry union, 12 in 
Dublin North, 8 in Dublin South, 10 in Ballymena, 8 each in Kilmallock, Limerick and 
Lurgan, and 7 in Carrick-on-Suir. 

Dreutuerta.—The mortality from diphtheria during the quarter amounted to 103 
deaths, equivalent to an annual rate of 0-09 per 1,000 of the population. The 103 deaths 
are 12 above the average (91) for the corresponding quarter of the preceding five years, 
and 3 above the number registered during the fourth quarter of the year 1914. In the first, 
second and third quarters of 1915 the deaths from this cause were, respectively, 93, 68 
and 53. _In the following unions 2 or more deaths from diphtheria were registered during 
the quarter :—Cork, 12 deaths ; Lisburn, 9 (7 appertaining to Belfast City), Dublin South 
8, Dublin North 7, Newtownards 5, Sligo 4, Castlebar 3, and 2 deaths each in the unions of 
Bantry, Belfast, Carrick-on-Suir, Dunmanway, Glennamaddy, Glenties, Larne, Lurgan, 
Macroom, Midleton, Milford, Monaghan, Mullingar, Rathdrum, Thurles and Waterford. 


DrarRH@AL Diseases.—The deaths returned as from diarrheal diseases (385) include 
334 deaths of children under 2 years of age from diarrhoea and enteritis. The deaths from 
the latter for the corresponding quarter of the four years, 1911-14, averaged 389. 


TuBECULOSIS.—The deaths from tuberculous disease during the quarter, as returned 
by the registrars, amounted to 2,039, a number equivalent to an annual rate of 1-86 per 
1.000 of the population, the average number for the corresponding quarter of the past five 
years being 2,017. Deaths from tuberculous disease in the first, second and third quarters 
of 1915 were respectively, 2,483, 2,718 and 2,016. 
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Cancer.—There were 907 deaths from cancer, affording an annual rate of 0-83 per 
1,000 of the population. In the three preceding quarters the equivalent annual rates were 
0-80, 0-77 and 0-79. | 


The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following diseases :— 
Small-pox in.one district (Lisnaskea), enteric fever in 13 districts, typhus in 4, measles in 17, 
scarlet fever in 57, whooping-cough in 28, diphtheria in 23, mumps in 5, German 
measles in 4, influenza in 15, and chicken-pox in 2. [See Appendix to this Report 


commencing on page 291.] 


_ Lyquests.—There were 418 inquests reported to the Registrars during the quarter ; 
this number being equal to one in every 41°9 of the total deaths registered. 


In Leinster there was one inquest to every 42 deaths registered, in Munster one to. 
60, n Ulster one to 32, and in Connaught one to 79, 


Deatus 1n Pusiic Instrrutions.—Of the 17,529 deaths registered, 3,776, or 21:5 
per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster the percentage was 29°2, in Munster 
25°7, in Ulster 15°6, and in Connaught 12°6. 


Uncertiriep Dratus.—According to the returns, 3,856 of the 17,529 deaths which 
were registered during the quarter were uncertified, being 22 per cent. of the total. 
In Leinster the percentage was 15, in Munster 25, in Ulster 18, and in Connaught the 
uncertified deaths were 48 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province.

The Returns obtained by the Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, 
who acted as enumerators at the several Irish seaports, show that the number of emigrants 
who left Ireland during the quarter ended 3lst December last was 3,087 (1,908 males 
and 1,179 females), being 170 less than in the corresponding quarter of the year 1914, 
and 1,664 below the average number for the fourth quarter of the ten years 1905-1914.

(Limited), bread, delivered. In the fourth quarter of the year 1914 the average price 
for both firms was 64d., and in the corresponding quarter of 1905 it was 6d. 


The average price of oatmeal (1st quality) in Dublin for the first eleven weeks of the 
quarter was 21s. per cwt. For the fourth quarter of the year 1914 the average price was 
16s., and for the fourth quarter of 1905 the average price was 14s. 6d. per cwt. 


The average prices per cwt. of potatoes at the Dublin Potato Market for the quarter 
were 3s. 6d. to 3s. 10d. In the fourth quarter of 1914 the average prices were 2s. lld.

quarter of the years 1910 to 1915, respectively, furnished by direction of the Superinten- 
dent of the Ordnance Survey (see Table on page 241). 


The mean height of the barometer during the fourth quarter of 1915 was 29-767 
inches, being 0°023 above the average for the corresponding quarter of the five years 
1910-1914; the highest reading (20°538 inches) was on the 21st November, at 9 a.m., 
and the lowest (28-625 inches) on the 24th December, at 9 p.m. 


The mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 43-4°, being 1-4° below the 
average for the fourth quarter of ‘the 5 years, 1910-1914. 


The maximum heat in sun was 109:0°. 


Rain or snow fell on 62 days during the quarter. The rain-fall measured 12-907 
inches being 3-715 inches above the average for the fourth quarter of the five years, 
1910-1914. The greatest monthly rainfall was in December, when 4:907 inches were 
registered. 


October.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 29-937 inches ; 
the highest reading (30:402 inches) was on the 18th; and the lowest (29-352 inches) 
on the 28th. The mean temperature of the air was 51:0° The 17th was the warmest 
day, and the 29th and 30th the coldest nights. The mean of the dry bulb was 47-9° and 
of the wet bulb, 46°5°. The maximum heat in the sun was 109: 0°, and the minimum on 
the grass 24°8°. The total amount of sunshine recorded was 83:7 hours, the greatest 
daily amount being 9°5 hours on the 6th. The minimum on the grass was below 
30° on 2 nights. The maximum ozone was 1:0, the minimum 0-0, and the mean 
0-5. Rain fell on 21 days. The rain-fall measured 4-024 inches; the greatest amount 
in 24 hours was 0-732 inch. 


November.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 29- 849 inches ; 
the highest reading (30°538 inches) was on the 2ist, at 9 A.M., and the lowest, 
(28-852 inches) on the 29th, at 9 P.M. The mean temperature of the air was 
38:°4°, the maximum registered was 59°5°, and the minimum 18:2°. The 8th 
was the warmest day, and the 18th the coldest night. The mean of the dry 
bulb was 37:°8°, and of the wet bulb 36°3°. The maximum heat in sun was 90:8°, 
and the minimum on the grass 14-°8°. The total amount of sunshine recorded 
was 85°7 hours, the greatest daily amount being 7:2 hours on the 2nd. The 
minimum on the grass was below 30° on 14 nights. The maximum ozone was 1:0, 
the minimum 0-0, and the mean 0°5. Rain fell on 13 days. The rain-fall measured 
3:976 inches; the greatest amount in 24 hours was 1: 902 inches on the 12th. 


December.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 29-515 inches ; 
the highest reading (30°507 inches) was on the 19th, at 9 a.m., and the lowest (28-625 
inches) on the 24th, at 9 p.m. The mean temperature of the air was 40:9°, the 
maximum registered was 53°9°, and the minimum 24:2°. The 5th was the warmest day, 
and the 9th was the coldest night. The mean of the dry bulb was 41:2°, and of the wet 
bulb 40:3°. The maximum heat in sun was 71:0°, and the minimum on the grass 17-7°. 
The total amount of sunshine recorded was 56:2 hours, the greatest daily amount 
being 6-4 hours on the 8th. The minimum on the grass was below 30° on 11 nights. 
The maximum ozone was 1:0, the minimum 0-0, and the mean 0:5. Rain or snow 
fell on 28 days. The rain-fall measured 4:907 inches; the greatest amount in 24 hours 
was 0:°571 inch.

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METEOROLOGY. 


[Prepared in the Meteorological Office under the direction of Sir Napier Shaw, F.R.S.]. 


Ocroper.—Considered generally, the weather was quiet for the time of year, violent 
storms being seldom experienced, while the main direction of the wind was more southerly 
than usual. Temperature was mostly above the average ; there were very few fine, dry 
periods ; rainfall was heavier in the south than in the north ; and the duration of bright 
sunshine below the average in both districts. 


Temperature.—Until the advent of the last week the temperature was 2° or 3° above 
the average, and the mean for the whole month, 49°-2 in the north, and 50°-6 in the south, 
was 1° above the average in both divisions. Some of the earlier days were very warm, 
the thermometer rising to a maximum between 65° and 68°. Scarcely any frost was 
recorded by the sheltered thermometer until the month drew towards its close, when it 
became rather general, and at Kilkenny there was a minimum of 26°. The mean tempera- 
ture for the week ending the 16th was 52°-9, or more than 3° above the average, and that 
for the 24th to 30th 44°-5, or 3° below. 


Rainfall_—The total amount of rain was larger in the south than in the north. In 
the former division it was only 86 per cent. of the average, but in the latter the percentage 
was 134. In the north, 18 days with more or less rain yielded 84 mm., while in the south 
20 days gave 131 mm. Some heavy falls occurred over a large area in the south on the 
7th—as much as 58 mm. at Waterford—and some further heavy downpours on the 19th 
and 20th—31 mm. at Dublin, 26 mm. at Ballinacurra, and 42 mm. at Valencia. Heavy 
local falls were recorded on the 27th in the north. At Donaghadee there was 26 mm., 
and at Foffany (County Down) as much as 90 mm. On the 30th there was a further heavy 
fall in the south—25 mm. in some parts of Waterford. At Valencia, the wettest station, 
the total fall for the month was 247 mm., an excess of 108 mm. over the average, while at 
Armagh, the driest spot, the total was only 40 mm., or 42 mm. less than the average. 


Bright Sunshine.—Very bright days were rare, and at all the observing stations, except 
Birr Castle, the record of sunshine was less than the normal, the deficit being 0-4 hour per 
day in the north, and 0-2 hour in the south. In the north the mean daily duration was 
2-5 hours, and in the south 3-1 hours. The longest duration of sunshine in any one week 
was recorded at Phoenix Park, Dublin, from the 10th to 16th, the mean daily amount 
reaching 5-3 hours. 


NovEeMBER.—The chief characteristics of the weather were the low temperature, the 
absence of boisterous winds and gales, and the frequent days with little or no rain. 


Temperature.—Readings as high as those of a normal November were seldom experi- 
enced, and for the month, as a whole, the results were much below the average. During 
the third week the divergence exceeded 7°, and at other times was between 3° and 4°. At 
Dublin the mean for the week ending the 20th was as low as 35°, or 11° below the average, 
while at, Armagh it was 33°-2, or 10°-5 below. Temporarily on the 7th or 8th the 
thermometer rose to above 50°, the highest point attained being 59° at Waterford. Subse- 
quently the daily maxima were generally below 45°, and occasionally some degrees below 
40°. At Armagh on the 17th the highest reading was 29°. Sharp frost occurred locally 
on the 3rd, and during the latter half of the month it was widespread and more frequent. 
Several localities recorded readings below 20°. At Lisburn on the 17th the reading was 
16°, at Armagh 18°, at Clongowes Wood 18° on the 18th, and at Phoenix Park 19°. The 
mean for the month in the northern division was 40°:2, and in the south 40°-9, the respec- 
tive differences from the average being — 3°-9 and - 4°4. . 


Rainfall—Only one week—the second—was generally wet, the earlier and later parts 
of the month bringing little rain. In the north the aggregate fall was 73 mm., and in the 
south 100 mm., the former being 27 mm. and the latter 5 mm. less than the average. 
Over the country generally there were 14 or 15 days with more or less rain, but in the east 
several stations had less than 10 days. At Lisburn and Belfast there was a spell of 12 
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rainless days after the 15th or 16th. Heavy, continuous rain was rarely experienced, 
but an exception occurred on the 11th and 12th. On these dates heavy downpours were 
common over the southern half of the country, and the combined fall of the two days 
yielded more than 70 mm. over a very wide area. 


Bright Sunshine.—For the month as a whole the duration of sunshine was above the 
normal. In the north the mean daily amount was 2:4 hours, and in the south 2-7 hours, 
the excess over the average being half an hour per day. During the brightest week, which 
was also the coldest, the mean daily duration was as high as 4 hours both in the north and 
south. 


DrcEMBER.—At the close of November the quiet, dry and cold weather came to an 
end, and it was succeeded by a stormy, wet month, gales being numerous and often severe, 
and the rainfall everywhere well above the normal, while both the temperature and the 
bright sunshine equalled the average. 


Temperature was deficient during the first half, then rose rather decidedly, so that the 
close of the month was from 5° to 7° warmer than the middle period. Afternoon readings 
above 50° were recorded frequently ; on the 9th Killarney touched 55°, and Cahirciveen 
56°; and on the 31st readings about 55° were common. JDuring the first three weeks 
frosts were frequent, being severe after the middle of the month, the shade minima being 
below 25°°in many places, 19° at Markree Castle on the 19th, and 20° at Birr Castle on the 
20th. The cold was just balanced by the mildness at other times, so that the results for 
the whole month were normal. 


Rainfall was frequent, from 25 to 30 days at nearly all stations, and the total fall for 
the month was 141 per cent. of the normal in the north, and 137 per cent. in the south. 
Markree Castle registered 188 mm., and Killarney 231 mm., against 108 mm. at Birr 
Castle, and 113 mm. at Kilkenny. 


Bright Sunshine differed from the daily average by only a few minutes. Phoenix 
Park was the most sunny locality, with 1-8 hour per day, and Markree Castle the least, 
with 1-1 hour. 


-THE QUARTER. 


Owing to the severity of the November cold the temperature for the whole quarter 
was more than a degree below the average in the north and in the south. ‘The rainfall 
over Northern Ireland amounted to 294 mm., practically normal, 101 per cent., while 
Southern Ireland had 388 mm., or 123 per cent. In both regions the rainfall frequency 
was 60 days. In the north the mean daily duration of sunshine was 2 hours, exactly the 
average, and in the south 2-4 hours, or 104 per cent. The values for the corresponding 
period in each of the preceding four years show no material variations on these figures.

1872-1914.—By adding the Births registered in each year to the estimated population for the previous year, deducting the 
deaths and emigration, and adjusting the results for the years 1872-81, 1882-91, 1892-1901, and 1902-1911, to allow for the 
discrepancy between the number thus arrived at for 1881, 1891, 1901, and 1911 respectively, and the population as shown 
by the Census in each of these vears. 


1915,—In the exceptional circumstances of the present year the estimate of population for 1914 is still in use.
